REMARKS 

After careful review of the Office Action, the Applicant makes the following response. 
Initially, Applicant submits that in Fig. 1 the reference number "110" incorrectly identifies both 
the photoreceptor and the output amplifier of the imager cell 100. Accordingly, Applicant has 
amended Fig. 1 such that the reference number "102" identifies the photoreceptor, which is 
consistent with the written disclosure on page 5 lines 19-21 of the specification. 

In the Office Action, the examiner argued that the application contains claims directed to 
the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: A first embodiment disclosed 
in figure 1 and page 5 line 19 through page 6 line 6, a second embodiment disclosed in figure 2 
and page 6 line 7 through page 8 line 22, a third embodiment disclosed in page 9 lines 1-14, a 
fourth embodiment disclosed in figure 3 and page 9 line 15 through page 10 line 14, and a fifth
